Tuberculosis 
Although the great white plague is on 


usly the wane, yet it is an ailment that still 


takes more than its quota ought to be. 

Tuberculosis is a curable disease, that 
is, curable in the sense as we understand 
it. There is no reason for a fatal termi- 
nation in any tubercular case where the 
disease is recognized in time and where 
sane dietetic and hygienic measures are 
applied. 

The soil for tuberculosis springs from 
two great sources: (1) From the weak- 
nesses acquired from parents who have 
lived unwisely but too well and have 
transmitted some of their degeneracy 
to their children; (2) From the sus- 
ceptibility we have acquired ourselves, 
due to our own dissipations and abuses. 

The soil in which tuberculosis will 
grow springs from these two sources— 
internal uncleanliness and an inherit- 
ance of weakness. The latter we cannot 
control, at least within our own lives. 
We can, however, give to our children 
something better than we have received. 

He who seeks to solve the problem of 
tuberculosis by finding some “antibug” 
compound, serum or other drug, is on 
the wrong road. 

Gérms of every kind, pathogenic as 
well as those germs hecessary for our 
lives, are omnipresent, universal, every- 
where, all of the time. 

True, there may be variations in one 
climate to another—nevertheless, it is 
high time the “kill-the-bug” idea be- 
came obsolete. 

There is only one substance which will 
“kill the bug” and render one free of this 
dire disease—the body itself. Anything 
we put into that body in addition to its 
own resources is that much more poison 
to be discharged, that much greater 
handicap to overcome the disease.
